R IGURES recently made publie
by the treasury bureau of
elutistics 1t Washington

In the eleven months ended with
November last, American exports of
wheat to Germany amounted to 5,478~
W0 Bushels, or 6.2 per gent, of our total
exportation of wheat in that period,
O Nour we exported to Germany 831,-
A6 barvels or 3.7 per cent. of our total
flour exportations. Of our total wheat
and flour exportations we sent into
Guermany only about O per cent., and
the  percentage of  this  particular
ranch of our export trade with Ger-
meny to our total export trade with
that country was only 8.6. Within the
last five years our export trade to
Germany hues more than doubled, it

First Blood for Reform.

HE FIRST ballot reform bill
to see the light of day In
the present leginlature was
introduced In the senate ut

Harvisburg on Monday nlght by My
Plinn, the accomplished Insurgent from
Pittsburg, Its Introduction was pure-
Iy & matter of strategy. Mr. Flinn |s
not the kind of huckleberry to push
reform to a crisis. He will vest con-
tent with his laurels as the quickest
statesman to enlist in the present gen.
eral assembly as  reform's  special
champion,

Mr. Flinn's bill in detall would fill
1 page of The Tribune. But its ea-
gential features are that It does awany
with sepurate party columns and cire
cles for voting stralght tickets by re-
quiring the names of candidater to be
run below the title of the respective
oflices, name of the deminant party's
candidate first and every name (or
whom the voter wishies to yvole to be
miarked with a cross: that it yeduces
from 2 to 1 per cent. the pereentage of
aualitied  electors  requived  to  sign
nomination papers; that It requires all
hallats to be lodged with the prothon-
otary instead of with an alderman or
nstive of the peace: that It makes
mueh more severe than formerly the
penalties provided for vialatione of the
election laws;  that It requires the
voter wishing to take a holper into
the booth to make oath to his (iter-
1wy or physical disability: and that 1t
makes it unlawful to glve money
uged for the solicltation of vatles
or to pay the expongeg of an electop
or 1o pay nn elector for gervices at the
rolls or to offer any kind of a reward
or Inducement to influsnce a voter, or
to contribute money in any way toe
ward the election of a eandidate. Pore
haps we ought to quote this prohibit-
Ive provision In full as a demonstra-
tlon of fust how thorough a reformer
Senator Flinn can be  when he s
arouged:
